And further that no Uintner, Bꝛewer, Butcher, Baker 02 other do ſell any B2ead, Cline, Beer, Fleſh 02 other Uictual 
whatſoever, but ſuch onlp as ſhall be good and wholeſome foꝛ Mans Body, | 

And all Bakers are to keep the Alſiz2 appointed: And that all Weights and Beaſures uſed in common Traffick ſhall 
be duly ſized and ſealed, 

And hig Loꝛd ſhip deth hereby ſtraitlp command all Conſtables to appzehend and take all ſozts of Beggers, idle and 
ſuſpected perſons, and if they lee cauſe to make (earch in any Uictualing houſe oꝛ other place ſuſpected to harbour ſuch looſe 
and ſuſpected people, and to carry them to Bridewel,a8 the Statute directs, wherein is contained alſo a Penalty foꝛ the Con 
ſtables neglect herein. And that the ſaid Conſtables do duly hold their Catches every night with their full num 
bers, and at the hours appointed, and ſuffer no perſons to paſs the Street at late and unſeaſonable hours, unleſs they can 
qibe a good account of themſelves and their orcaſſong, 

And his Lo2dſhip doih expect, That all manner of perſons within this City and Liberties, do in all particulars de 
mean themſelves as btames them within the bounds of Yuſtice, Sob2iety and good D2der, conceiving þimſelf obliged 
in Duty, and fo2 diſcharge of his Truſt, to inflict ſich du» Puniſhment upon all Criminals and Oftenders,as the nature 
of their @ffences ſhall require, and he doth erpꝛelly charge all Conſtables and other hià Majeſties Dfficers within this Ci⸗ 
ty and Liberties, and all Citizens of this City, as thep tender the good Government, Peate and Welfare thereof) to diſco-
